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ANNUAL REPORT, SIMONE DE BEAUVOIR INSTITUTE 1999-2000 


Administration: There were no Council Meetings and no Annual General Meeting was 
scheduled for this academic year. 


Members of the Institute were invited to meet with Dr. Martin Singer, Dean, Faculty of 
Arts and Science on October 13, 1999 to hear his vision for the Simone de Beauvoir 
Institute’s future. 


Interim Principal Dr. Frances Shaver organized a committee to put to paper a vision 
for the Institute, both in the short and long terms, and to gather any and all data relevant 
to the support of the vision and make it available to the new principal. The Vision 
Committee’s name later changed to the Institute Preparatory Planning Committee. 
Members of the Committee included: Fellows Dr. Rosemarie Schade and Dr. 
Elizabeth Henrik and Heather MacKenzie; Research Associates Dr. Michiko 
Aramaki, Dr. Karin Doerr, Dr. Sima Aprahamian, Dr. Barbara Meadowcroft and 
Nilima Mandal Giri; and part-time faculty Gail Bourgeois and Deidre Butler. 


The Faculty of Arts and Science offered new office equipment to the Institute. The 
Institute ordered a new faculty chair for the Principal, new staff chairs for Susan 
Sullivan and Institute Documentalist Carol Mitchell. New desks with runoffs were 
ordered for Susan and Carol. 


Dr. Chantal Maillé met with Mme la Consul Genrale Farida Jaidi of Morocco in March 
2000 to explore a joint project between Concordia University and a three universities in 
Morocco (Hassan II, ibn Toufail and Mohamed V). A further meeting with Madame Jaidi 
was scheduled the same day with Interim Principal Dr. Frances M. Shaver and Dr. 
Dennis Murphy, Vice-Dean, External Relations and Curriculum. The formal signing 
ceremony between Concordia and Le Royaume du Maroc is scheduled for June 2, 2000. 
The courses involved are: “Women, Justice and Politics” (Simone de Beauvoir Institute; 
“Women and Entrepreneurship” (Commerce and Administration); “North African 
Literature (Etudes francaises) and “Women and Media” (Communication Studies). 


Principal: Dr. Martin Singer, Dean, Faculty of Arts and Science, appointed Dr. 
Frances M. Shaver, Vice-Dean, Student Affairs as Interim Principal for the 1999-2000 
academic year. 


After a two-year search by the Dean of Arts & Science Office, Dr. Lillian Robinson has 
been appointed Principal, Simone de Beauvoir Institute, effective June 1, 2000. The 
Search Committee members were chaired by Dean Singer and included the following 
members: Dr. Jacinthe Baribeau, Dr. Lucie Lequin, Dr. Chantal Nadeau, Brenda 
Rowe, Dr. Rosemarie Schade, Mair Verthuy, and student Lynda Lyness. 


Support Staff: Programme Secretary and Academic Advisor Linda Bowes and 
Communications Officer Susan Sullivan received new printers. Susan Sullivan accepted 
an early retirement offer from the university to take effect on April 1, 2000. Dean 
Singer’s office later changed Susan’s retirement date to June 16, 2000. 
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Documentation Centre: The Documentation Centre obtained the services of a student 
assistant for two terms. Nathalie Pilon was hired for 12 hours per week for both the fall 
and winter semesters. See Appendix A for a report by Documentalist Carol Mitchell. 


Faculty Personnel: Dr. Kaarina Kailo resigned from Concordia University to become 
the first Chair of Women’s Studies and Multiculturalism at Oulu University in Oulu, 
Finland. 


Membership: The complete Masthead Membership list for 1999-2000 may be found in 
Appendix B. Dean Martin Singer made the appointments effective from November 
1999 to December 31, 2000. The dates were chosen to provide our new Principal, Dr. 
Lillian Robinson, with an active, appointed and on-going masthead during her first 
semester as Principal. 


Student Enrolment and Participation: In 1999-2000 including the summer of 1999, the 
Institute offered 21 courses and tutorials to a total number of 465 students, equally 1395 
student credits. Our courses are 3-credit courses. Three courses were cross-listed. Please 
refer to Appendix C for a list of women’s Studies courses. 


Beverly Kozinuk won the Thérése Casgrain medal. This medal is awarded to the most 
outstanding graduating student in Women’s Studies. 


Programmes and Curriculum Development: There are no new developments to report 
in regard to the programme and curriculum. 


Research Seminars: Dr. Karin Doerr and Nilima Mandal Giri co-chaired this year’s 
series. The Research Seminar Series followed the theme “The Issues of Other(s).” There 
were two presentations on Women in the Arts as well as sessions on Women and 
Genocide and Women and Narrative. Please refer to Appendix D for the complete list of 
research presentations. 


Public Events: The Institute received $2500.00 from the Colleges Visiting Lecturers 
Series for events with Dr. Ute Gerhard, Dr. Patricia Morley and Anne Petrie. Please 
refer to Appendix E for a complete list of the Institute’s public events. 


Outside Representations: The faculty and members of the Institute attended many 
national and international workshops and conferences. These outside representations 
enable our professors to meet and network with their counterparts in other universities, to 
share their expertise and research and to learn about other Women’s Studies programmes. 
This section includes media interviews and feminist/community action of the Institute’s 
members. This section highlights and varied interests and network links into the 
community by our faculty and members.

Service-Internal and external and external Members of the Institute continue to serve 
on a wide range of external, University and Institute committees.

Publications — Internal: The Simone de Beauvoir Institute’s latest publication is a 
special double volume (Vol. 18/19) issue dedicated to the joint heritage celebration of the 
20" anniversary of the Simone de Beauvoir Institute and the 50" anniversary of Simone 
de Beauvoir masterwork, The Second Sex/Le deuxiéme sexe. Dr. Anna Alexander was 
guest editor for this collection is entitled Heritage /n-Situ. The members of the editorial 
committee include: Dr. Sima Aprahamian, Nilima Mandal Giri, Dr. Elizabeth 
Henrik, Nellie Hogikyan, Dr. Barbara Meadowcroft and Susan Sullivan. The 
managing editor is Susan Sullivan. The layout was done by Colette Désilets. The issue 
costs $20 for Institutions; $15 for the public and $12 for students. 


Solicitations letters sent by Dr. Anna Alexander and Susan Sullivan resulted in 
$1300.00 in donated funds that were used towards the publication cost of the double 
issue. The Institute received funding support from the Faculty of Arts and Science, 
Advocacy and Support Services, and the Departments of Classics, Modern Languages 
and Linguistics, Etudes frangaises and Religion.

Security continues to patrol on a sporadic basis. They are not trained properly and as there is a 
frequent turnover we have to ask them to enter the Reading Room and check all three rooms — 
not just come to the 4th floor landing. 


It would be helpful and reassuring to have a security mirror installed outside the entrance to the 


Reading Room.
